The third project consisted of jetties of brush 
and stone, This bid fair to succeed, when it was found 
that the brush work was being destroyed by the sea 
worm, known as the Teredo Navalis. The present 
scheme of two practically parallel solid rock jetties was 
then adopted and is now in process of construction. It 
has already deepened the outer bar to 20 ft., and it is 
believed that it will socn reach the desired depth of 30 
ft. with the aid of dredging. The author gave the cost 
of the work, the rate of progress, and other interesting 
details. e William H. Bryan, Secy.
